The School Committee and nego= 
tiators for Andover Education 
Assn, came closer together this 
week in their thinking on minimums 
and maximums for the 1968 
teachers’ salary schedule, but pro= 
posals for the step increases be- 
tween were far enough apart to 
prevent agreement on a contract, 

Both the School Committee and 
the AEA presented pay proposals 
that stipulated a $6200 minimum 
and a $9400 maximum for teach= 
ers with bachelor degrees, or a 
$600 increase over the 1967 mini- 
mum,

Town Manager Richard Bowen 
will begin negotiations at 10 a.m, 
Friday with representatives of the 
AFL-CIO Andover Firefighters 
Union on a contract that would cost 
the town an estimated $60,000 in 
additional compensation for em= 
ployees of the fire department, 

The local’s proposals were con= 
veyed to the manager in a letter 
from Atty, Vincent F, ‘Stulgis, 

Requested are the following: 

@ A 15% across the board salary 
increase, 

@ Fifteen days sick leave with 
no limit on accumulation, (P resent 
policy: one day a month with un= 
limited accumulation), 

@ Vacations as follows: 2 weeks 
up to 5 years (now 2 weeks after 
one year); 3 weeks up to 10 years 
(now 3 weeks after 10 years 
service); and 4 weeks after 10 
years (now 4 weeks after 15 years 
service), 

@ Union dues to be deducted from 
salaries by the Town of Andover, 

e A shorter work week (a reduce 
tion from 48 to 42 hours), 

The union estimates that agree= 
ment to the proposals would cost 
the town $58,473,10, but Manager

Both suggestions represent 
shifts in initial positions, The 
school department opened its bare 
gaining some weeks ago by offer= 
ing a $6000 to $9100 bachelor 
schedule while the AEA began 
bargaining by asking for a $6400 
to $10,000 spread for teachers 
with a single degree, 

The two factions now part com=

New Freedom For PA Seniors 


In the recently completed re= 
port of the Phillips Academy facul= 
ty steering committee, one of the 
eight-man group’s major concerns 
was the belief that ‘‘the senior year 
should be, to amuchgreater extent 
than it is now, a climax to a boy’s 
Andover career and an effective 
preparation for his life after gra= 


Making specific recommenda= 
tions for a senior residential unit, 
the committee worked from the 
position that ‘‘if he is to arrive 
at adequate recognition of the free= 
doms and responsibilities of matue 
rity, the senior must be expected 
to exercise more individual and 
communal responsibility, and he 
should have the satisfaction of per= 
ceiving that he is treated as being 
more nearly adult than he was in 
the previous year.”*

In establishing the senior 
complex in dormitories around 
Rabbit Pond, the committee 
stressed the objective of creating 
a situation ‘tin which good judg= 
ment, a spirit of cooperation, and 
the personal influence of adults 


would take the place of detailed 
rules’®, All major rules of the 
Academy still apply to the seniors, 
but greater freedom in study hours 
and the number of overnight and 
off-campus excuses has been 
granted, The administration of the 
senior complex is largely carried 
out by a committee of the house= 
masters of the dormitories rather 
than from the dean’s office, thus 
implementing an earlier com= 
mittee recommendation for de= 
centralizing the control of student 
privileges and penalties, 


The eight man committee also 
stressed the desirability of giving 
each senior some opportunity for 
a responsible role in the affairs 
of the school to promote *‘a greater 
concern for other students and a 
greater sense of responsibility for 
the welfare of the community as a 
whole’’, 

Increased involvement of a 
greater number of seniors as proce 
tors in underclass dormitories, 
student tutors, and participation in 
student-faculty committees con= 
cerned with school affairs were 
among suggestions mentioned in 
the report, 


Peter Q, McKee, chairman of 
the .senior housemasters, com-= 
mented that it was premature to 
evaluate the success of ‘‘Senior 
City’® in terms of the Academy’s 
objectives. One student, however, 
a resident in senior complex, 
volunteered, ‘‘I feelthat with added 
opportunities to leave campus and 
with more liberty to plan my own 
time, some of the pressure has 
been taken off, Being a senior 
seems to mean something now’. 

More seniors are also taking an 
interest in senior projects, aform 
of independent work in a field of 
special interest to them, which 
offers further opportunity to 
develop the self-reliance which 
the committee’s report stressed, 
Changes in the academic program 
for seniors are also being con= 
templated, and currently, work is 
in progress on a sequence of inter= 
disciplinary courses. 

In the Steering Committee’s 
report, there is also a large sec= 
tion discussing methods for im= 
proving the junior year (9thgrade) 
with stress on easing the transi@ 
tion from home life to the pace of 
a. large and complex boarding 
school, The faculty at the Academy 
is currently discussing ways of 
grouping the middle two years to 
further increase a boy’s sense of 
making progress through different 
and specific stages of his education 
at Phillips Academy and his growth 
toward maturity,

compulsory membership in labor 
unions, if the issue were placed 
before them at this time, 

These findings were made known 
with the announcement by the Mas= 
sachusetts Right to Work Commit= 
tee of a state-wide public opinion 
study just completed by the Becker 
Research Corp, In making public 
the results of the survey, the Com= 
mittee’s executive director, Wile 
liam Demarest, described it as ‘‘a 
clear statement of the wide-spread 
revulsion inthis state against com= 
pelling any worker to join a labor 
union under threat: of losing his 
job. 

“*The people of Massachusetts 
strongly favor unions in princi= 
ple,’’ Demarest said, ‘‘but this 
study shows them to be much cone 
cerned at present about the unions’ 
actual performance and, especial= 
ly, about the compulsory union 
shop.** The survey found that 69% 
of the adult population would outlaw 
the union shop by voting a Massa= 
chusetts Right to Work law, Italso 
reported that 51% of union mem= 
bers in this state would vote for 
such a law, 

Massachusetts citizens hold 
more positive opinions on these 
issues than the average person 
throughout the country, according 
to a comparison of the Becker 
study with a nationwide survey

Volunteers Kick-Off 30th March 


Volunteers from the Merrimack 
Valley chapter met in Andover 
to kick off the 30th Anniversary 
March of Dimes which will be 
held in January to aid in the fight 
against birth defects through pro= 
grams of research and education

A large representative group 
from the 47 communities within 
the chapter turned out to hear 
William R, Russell, director for 
the 3,000 National Foundation 
chapters, explain some of the ime 
portant progress being made 
through research in molecular 
biology at the Salk Institute for 
Biological Studies in California, 
largely supported and built by 
contributions to the March of 
Dimes, 

“Such Fellows as Dr, Francis 
H, C. Crick, geneticist, and winner 
of the Nobel prize for his work in 


discovering how genes are trans= 
mitted as body cells reproduce 
themselves; Dr, Jacques Monod, 
another Nobel prize winner, Dr. 
Jacob Bronowski, are studying 
different areas of molecular bio= 
logy, genetics, immuno=chemistry 
and cellular biology to help us know 
more about ourselves, What makes 
us ‘tick’, what makes us stop 
ticking, or slow down, or go off 
beat,’® Russell reported. 

He added that ‘‘today genetic 
counseling is available for many 
couples faced with a hereditary 
defect in the family through certain 
chromosome tests, tests for meta= 
bolic disorders which may cause 
retardation of the mind, and that 
this soon will be a routine thing 
in order to avoid having defective 
children.’”

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Editorial Comment 


The Right To Work 


The people of Massachusetts are more firmly committed 
to the principle of labor unions than those of the nation 
as a whole, but this would not deter at least 69% of the 
adult population from voting to outlaw the union shop if 
given the opportunity. 

These are conclusions drawn from the results of a poll 
taken this fall by a public opinion research corporation 
for the Massachusetts Right to Work Committee, conclu- 
sions that lend weight to the Committee’s argument for 
passage of a Right to Work law guaranteeing freedom to 
the man who wants to work where he pleases and nego- 
tiate for himself. 

The poll — and we are assuming that it represents an 
honest sampling — is important for it includes figures to 
show that 51% of the people in Massachusetts who are 
members of unions are opposed also to compulsory union 
membership as a condition of employment. The figures 
indicate a stronger independence on this issue in Massa- 
chusetts than elsewhere in the country. In a national 
survey on the same subject, only 36% of the union mem- 
bers polled indicated that they would vote for a Right to 
Work law. ' 

The United States has grown to such .proportions and 
government has become so monolithic that people today 
are increasingly aware of the sacrifices they are asked to 
make for the good of society and increasingly jealous of 
the personal freedoms that are left to them. Perhaps this 
is the reason that 51% of the union members polled in 
this new Massachusetts survey have expressed a willing- 
ness to act in defiance of union policy and support a law 
that would guarantee freedom of movement to workers. No 
doubt some percentage of this number are people who 
belong to unions because they themselves were compelled 
to join. 

Unions can always argue that no one is required to 
work in a closed shop; that every man is free to look 
elsewhere for a job if he does not want to join a union and 
enjoy the benefits of union membership. This is true, of 
course. Yet why should a free man have to consider a 
factor so unrelated to his competence and his job pre- 
ference in seeking employment? 

Whatever the legitimate advantages of a closed shop, 
there can be no justification for tolerating such an un- 
democratic solution to the problems of the working man in 
dealing with management. 

The results of the Massachusetts Right to Work survey 
would seem.to indicate that the majority is now in agree- 
ment with this point of view, something that the Legisla- 
ture should take into account.

Would You Believe 


Hop Toads “Migrate” For The Winter 


By Wayne Hanley 

The toad that hopped beside your 
garden path a few weeks agoprob= 
ably is a foot beneath that soil 
today. 

How deep he is depends upon 
where your garden path is, InCon= 
necticut the toad may have snuggled 
down less than a foot beneath the 
ground surface. In Maine or New 


- Hampshire, he probably already 


has dug down 18 inches to two feet, 

When the deep chill of winter 
smites the earth, even a Rhode 
Island toad should be about three 
feet underground, For while toads 
may fail to migrate south as birds 
do, they seem to do some migrating 
upward or downward within the 
earth as the fortunes of winter 
fluctuate, 


Probably the toad that spent the’ 


summer near your back porch, 
catching insects attracted by the 
porch light, has dug into a com= 


fortable berth where heat seeps 
through the cellar wall and gives 
some assurance against deep 
freezing, 

A toad’s brain is little more 
than a knot in his spinal cord, 
Biologists equate the toad’s in= 
telligence to that of fish = and fish 
are near the bottom of the wisdom 
barrel. 

Yet, toads have some wisdom 
regarding climate, And, it’s agood 
thing, too, since toads lack the 
capacity to regulate their body heat 
and become immobile in cold 
weather, Thus, the smarter toads 
begin digging in for winter before 
low temperatures restrict their 
muscular control, In northern New 
England, thrifty toads begin 
**thinking’® about winter in late 
September. In balmier southern 
New England they can delay such 
thoughts another month, . 

If one has inspected toads, he 


knows that their hands are soft, 
almost fragile, and poorly equipped 
for digging, But toads donot depend 
upon their hands, On the edge of 
each hind foot, toads wear a horny 
pad, or ‘‘spade’’, When a toad digs 
into the earth, he digs in backward, 
He begins a sort of Watusi dance 
and sinks stern first, 


Investigators who have studied 
wintering toads report that the 
animals not only dig deeper as the 
earth cools but also may rise 
toward the’ surface when the 
weather moderates, While these 
sound like sensible adjustments, 
they are difficult to explain, since 
hibernating toads appear come 
pletely lifeless and wholly insene 
sitive to any stimulus, 

Only the toads with enough 
weather wisdom to dig in early 
survive winter, Those that fail to 
catch on early enough freeze,

The opportunity for the people 
of Massachusetts to vote for a 
limited Constitutional Convention 
took a giant step forward this week 
when Secretary of State Kevin H, 
White confirmed the filing of more 
than enough certified signatures 
on an initiative petition to place the 
question on the ballot, 

More than 85,000 cenuine signa= 
tures were gathered throughout 
Massachusetts during the three 
months allowed - Sept, 6 to Dec, 6, 
tn an official certificate presented 
to Senator Tohn M, Quinlan, 
R=Dover, chairman of the Come 
mittee for a Constitutional Con= 
vention, White confirmed that 
62,266 of these signatures were 
certified by the local Boards of 
Pegistrars of Voters. 3% of the 
state’s voters - 61,236 certified = 
were necessary. 

Barring technicalities, the 
people of the Commonwealth will 
have the opportunity to call a 
popularly elected Constitutional 
Gonvention for the first time since

Touch the needles, Fir needles 
are flat, soft at the tips and evenly 
spaced, Spruce needles are sharp, 
pointed, stabbing to the hand, 
Balsam twigs form a little cross 
at the end of each branch, 

Above all choose a Christmas 
tree early this year so it will be 
fresh, Freshness is a state ofpre= 
servation, and with very littlecare 
a tree can be kept fresh long after 
Christmas, 

Before buying a tree, check it 
over first. Be wary of the tree 
dealer who will not permit: you to 
check out a tree, 

Bounce the butt of the tree on the 
ground, If needles drop, the tree 
has begun to dry out, Next, run 
your finger across the stump, If 
it’s sticky, the tree is still fresh, 
The tree also should have a frae 
grant odor and healthy greencolor, 
Brown patches are signs of dryness 
and possible fire hazards, 


Spread the lower branches of the 
tree, They should measure half the 
tree’s height and be springy and 
sturdy to support ornaments and 
lights, The stump should be several 
inches long to provide good anchor= 
age and adequate drinking wares to 
soak up water, 


To make a tree last longer, cut 
an inch or two on a slant from the 
base when you get home, Then, 
peel back the bark another inch, 
Now place the tree in a bucket of 
cold water, Many home owners 
prefer a 10%sugar solution, adding 
either sugar or syrup tothe water, 
Keep the tree outdoors on a porch 
or in a cool garage untilitis ready 
to be decorated. Occasionally, 
sprinkle the branches with cold 
water, Keep the pail filled with 
water,

A new method of paying auto 
accident victims has been proe 
posed on an experimental basis 
by a group of 122 insurance com= 
panies, 

‘“Our objective is to pay more’ 
people, pay them quickly and equit- 
ably, and to eliminate as many as 
possible of the irritants which 
have made the auto liability sys= 
tem the target of increasing criti 
cism,”’ said Paul S, Wise, general 
manager of the American Mutual 
Insurance Alliance, Chicago, He 
said experiments will be con

Benefits program, 

**As the name implies, the 
Guaranteed Benefits program, if 
adopted, would guarantee at least 
some. payment to all auto accident 
victims,’® Wise told insurance 
executives attending the Mutual 


Insurance Technical Conference, 


Under the Alliance proposal, 
auto insurance companies would 
automatically pay the medical exe 
penses of all auto accident vic= 
tims, up to $5,000, Claimants also 
could elect to receive up to $7,500 
in additional payments for income 
losses and other damages, include 
ing physical impairments, These 
benefits would be offered promptly 
to all persons injured in auto acci= 
dents, regardless of who caused 
the accidents, Claimants who chose 
to accept these additional benefits 
would avoid the inconvenience, ex= 
pense and risk of pursuing a lia= 

ility claim ‘based on the alleged 
negligence of the other driver, 
Alternatively, claimants could ree 
ject the additional benefits and file 
suit or bargain for a settlement 
based on proving fault. 

‘Our program preserves the 
right of every claimant to have his 
day in court, if he wants one,”® said 
Wise. 

e 


In twoscar accidents, claimants 
would be offered Guaranteed Bene= 
fits by the other driver’s insurer, 
In one=car accidents, they would 
collect from their own insurance 
company, Claims for damage to 
vehicles would be handled by pree 
sent methods, 

The hope is that the reduced ex= 
penses of handling bodily injury 
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claims without controversy and red 
tape would offset the additional ex= 
pense of paying accident victims 
who would not be entitled to pay- 
ment under today’s system, This 
will depend on how many and what 
kind of claimants elect to accept 
the Guaranteed Benefits, said 
Wise, One key question is how the 
extent of injuries will affect the 
claimant’s decision to accept or 
reject the Guaranteed Benefits op= 
tion, 

“Instead of speculating about 
such questions as public accept= 
ability and cost, we prefer to go 
directly to the only people who 
can supply the answer = autoacci= 
dent victims,’* he added, Wise said 
Alliance member companies inthe 
very near future will ‘‘go into the 
field and offer traffic accident 
victims our Guaranteed Benefits 
package as an alternative way of 
handling their auto lfability 
claims.”* 

Other insurance companies also 
will be invited to participate, Loca= 
tion of the area to be used in this 
experiment has not been ane 
nounced, Wise said, but it will 
include both urban and rural popu= 
lations, 

Because of legal restrictions 
imposed by present insurance poli= 
cies, companies participating in 
the experiment will have to limit 
their offer of the Guaranteed Bene= 
fits option to accident victims who 
have at least some basis for filing 
a liability claim, However, Wise 
said data will be collected on all 
auto accident victims included in 
the sample, whether they are paid 
or not, for purposes of cost 
analysis, An academic facility has 
been asked to assist in analyzing 
the information obtained in the exe 
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Insurance Plan Proposed 


periment, and all data will be ree 


leased to the public, 
® 
Wise said announcement 


of the Guaranteed Benefits pro= 
posal is the culmination of studies 
started more than five years ago 
by the Alliance, a national trade 
association of 122 mutual come 
panies writing fire and auto ine 
surance. and other propertye 
liability coverages, He said the 
Alliance believes basic improve= 
ments in the present method of 
paying auto accident victims are 
“‘urgent and necessary,’” But he 
indicated that change, to be accept= 


able, must ‘‘keep in balance the’ 


interest of both the accident victim 
and the purchaser of insurance, 

“This is not nearly so easy a task 
as some critics seem to think,°° 
said Wise, ‘‘The fact that proposals 
for drastic changes arenot quickly 
adopted, despite the widespread 
desire for improvement, is simply 
an indication of the difficulties in= 
herent in changing anything so 
complex as the liability system.”” 

Wise saidit would be easy enough 
to devise a system that would pay 
every claimant what he thought his 
injuries were worth, if that were 
the sole objective, But such a 
system probably would be un= 
acceptable to the larger group of 
motorists who would have to bear 
the cost, 

Nor would it be difficult to devise 
a plan which would reduce costs 
by arbitrarily deciding how much 
auto accident victims ought to re= 
ceive, and by reducing their bene= 
fits accordingly. But this approach 
would not be likely to. satisfy the 
needs and demands of the injured 
claimants, 

Wise said the essence of the 
Guaranteed Benefits proposal is 
that it seeks to cure the defects 
of the present auto liability sys= 
tem without taking away any of the 
rights which the auto accident vice 
tim now has, 

“*The Guaranteed Benefits pro» 


occurred in public expectations 
concerning the basic purpose of 
automobile Mability insurance, As 
originally conceived more than half 
a century ago, an automobile Habi= 
lity policy was designed to protect 
the driver of the car against lawe 
suits, not to compensate the acci= 
dent victim, Legally, this is still 
the case, But public expectations 
have shifted more and more toward 
protecting the person who is ine 
jured, This is the emphasis which

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Town Meeting, by approving exe 
cessive expenditures for far out 
school building design with but one 
bidder, has onlv itself to blame 
because teachers and other town 
emplovees now seek contracts 
which give them seemingly costly 
benefits, 

The entire Bancroft School could 
have been had for, say $1,750,000, 
Yet Town Meeting, of which Scho= 
field is a member, let itself be 
talked into a program that shall 
total nearly 42,400,000 to compete; 
or 30% more than is necessary, It 
is remarkable that there is nothing 
in the new teacher contract that

service in Andover met with the 
Board of Selectmen Monday to out» 
line their proposal, 

The initial presentation for 
Greater Lawrence Community An= 
tenna Inc, was made by Irving E, 
Rogers Jr. of Andover, president 
of the Eagle-Tribune Publishing 
Co. of Lawrence and one of four 
area businessmen involved with 
the project. Appearing also were 
Curt Gowdy, president of Curt 
Gowdy Broadcasting Corp. which 
operates Radio Station WCCM and 
William F, Lucey Jr., business 
manager for the Lawrence Eagle= 
Tribune, The fourth principal in 
the newly formed company is Irving 
E, Rogers, publisher of the Law= 
rence Eagle-Tribune and the An= 
dover TOWNSMAN, 

Gowdy outlined for the Selectmen 
the history of CATV operations 
elsewhere in the country and exe 
plained how location of a high= 
power antenna in theGreater Law= 
rence area would expand television 
reception possibilities for resi= 
dents and improve the quality of 
reception, particularly of color 
television, 

Both he and Atty, Charles Morin 
of the Washington, D, C, law firm 
of Gadsby, Maguire and Hannah 
discussed with the board the legal 
uncertainties over whether state or 
federal agencies will ultimately be 
given authority to regulate CATV 
activities, They mentioned also 
legal disagreements between 
existing CATV companies, film 
producers and television broad= 
casters over copyrights and royale 
ties.
